ASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—An ear- 

nest protest was made to the 

President today against proposed 
raliroad rate legislation. The protest 
was filed by representatives of the five 
great labor organizations connected 
with railroading—engineers, firemen, 
condéuctors, switchmen and trainmen. 

The members of the delegation which 
called on the, President represented the 
several organizations. They pointed out 
to him that railroad-rate legisiation, 
logically, meant the lowering of rates. 
This, they contended, will te followed 
by a lessening of the earning power 
rallroads and consequently, by red 
tion, eventually, in the wages of ralil- 
road employés. 

The statement presented by Mr. 
Huntiey was as follows: “The railroad 
employés and those dependent upon 
them represent upward’ of 6,000,000 of 

le in this country and whose earn- 
approximately amount to $500,000,- 
000 annually. We believe there is no 
other class of American workmen 
t a higher general standard ‘of 
citizenship than the railroad employés 
and we also ciatm that we are entitied 
to fair and impartial consideration in. 
the framing or adoption of any na- 
tional legislation that threatens our 
general prosperity. 

“We take keen and active interest 
in all matters that seem to conduce to 
a higher and a broader standard of 
conditions for the workingmen of this 
country, and therefore it is not strange 
that since the inception of this move- 
men for national! legislation upon ralil- 
road rates all railroad employés have 
from time to time, and in various ways, 
expressed their convictions. For ex- 
ample, the Brotherhood of Rafiroad 
Trainmen, with a membership of 90,000 
members, at their last annual meeting.

tions of the most emphatic nature 
against any reduction of rattrend rates.

“But I wanteg a million dollars an1 
didn't have sense enovgh to be satis- 
fied with $400,000," says Hoven, “but 
when I did sell that claim I got a pair 
of broken-down old horses for it, and 
the man I swapped with didn’t even 
get the worth of his horses out of it.”

New Porto Rico Vegetable. 
Efforts are made in Porto Rico to de- 


velop a new vegetable of economic and 
commercial importance. It is called 


ithe “yautia,” and is nearly related to 
|the taro—the plant that furnishes so 


valuable a food to the natives of Poly- 
nesia, and which under the name of 
“elephant ear” is familiarly known as 
an ornament in our own gardens. 
Yautia was well Known to the na- 
tives of the West Indies long before the 


injlanding of Columbus and was culti- 
t.) After con- 


vatei by the Carfbs when the Span- 
jards first arrived. Iw starchy, tuber- 
ous root, which is the part which is 
good to eat, looks somewhat like a 
sweet potato and is six or eight inches 
long, with a diameter of a couple of 
inches. When cut into pleces and 
boiled it resembies a boiled white po- 
tato in a rence. 

The people of Porto Rico use the root 
as a substitute for the potato, usually 
boiled, though there are several other 
ways of preparing it for the table. [It 
costs 1% to 2 cents a nd—twice the 
price of taro root, wh itself is used 
food throughout the West Indies. 
The plant has iong, spear-shaped 
leaves instead of the broad one re- 
sembling elephant ears, which distin- 
guish the taro. 

There are about twenty-five varieties 
of the yautia. It a very | 
season to mature the plant, whic 
would not produce a crop in the United 


States unless it might be in the south 
of Florida and along the gulf
